Dear Reverend Father:

Bishop which I in turn recommend to you who are responsible for the 
"braceros" who come into your parish. 


I am sure, that from your experience, you have learned that 
providing spiritual care to the large number of these children of Holy 
Mother Church becomes a difficult problem. We cannot neglect it. We 
should leave no means untried to bolster up the morale of these people, 
the great majority of whom are members of the Catholic Church. Many of 
us are ever ready to fight the proselytizing influences that might wreck 
the faith of these children of the Church and we forget that there are 
two other soul-destroying influences that are hard at work, and which 
these poor unfortunates face in their new environment; namely, drink 


and prostitution. It is here where they need the saving power of their 
religion. 


Mr. McFarland is sending Mr. Bernard Fox to make arrangements 
with the Pastors and with the bracero employers to carry out the splendid 
suggestions which your Bishop approves, and which we pray will be helpful 
in solving the problem of keeping up the morale, as well as preserving 
the morals of these people in the midst of so much corruption. I ask 
that you give Mr. Fox every help possible and extend him every courtesy 
in this worthwhile undertaking. 


May God continue to bless you in the splendid work you are doing 
for souls.
